PREFACE 


This edition follows the general scheme of the original 
1938 publication, but for the guidance of those not 
_ familiar with that volume the following principles on 
the restriction of contents are repeated :— 


(1) That the size of the publication should be such 
that the main ingredients of all preparations 
should be readily remembered by the medical 
officers ordering them. 


(2) That the formulas should represent combinations 
of drugs in frequent demand. 

(3) That wastage by reason of deterioration or lack of 
use should be reduced to a minimum. 


Should difficulties arise during the war in obtaining 
certain ingredients, substitution or deletion is left to the 
discretion of the prescriber. 


A few additions have been made, e.g. a list of the 
numbered tablets in common use in the Army. 

For ease in reference an index has also been included. 

Brief notes on the treatment of poisoning, with anti- 


dotes for the more common poisons, appear at the end 
of the pharmacopeeia.

Tri- 
turate the zinc oxide with a portion of the 
solution and transfer back to container on the 
water bath. When a uniform product has been 
obtained, remove from the bath and stir until 
the paste is about to set. When cold, cut up 
into pieces about one cubic inch in size.

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Directions for Use.—The preparation should 
be melted over a water bath and applied to the 
affected part with a brush. During the appli- 
cation cotton wool is often dabbed on while the 
paste is still fluid; in this way a felt-like pro- 
tective is formed which can be left on the sore 


for several days.

(1) To make the Sulphur Lye.—Dissolve the 
potassium hydroxide in half the distilled water 
and add 250 grammes (8? oz.) of sulphur. 
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Dissolve on a water bath by gentle heat. 
When completely dissolved add a further 
250 grammes (82 0z.) of sulphur, dissolve and 
continue to add up to 875 grammes (1 Ib. 
142 o2z.). 

Add remainder of distilled water. 

Cool and decant into another vessel, prefer- 
ably allowing it to stand several days before 
decanting. 

The making of the sulphur lye should not be 
hurried, and it must not be brought to the boil. 
It takes 12 to 16 hours to dissolve the full 
amount of sulphur. 

(2) Mix the soft paraffin and lanoline 
thoroughly and add 375 grammes (13 oz.) of 
the sulphur lye. 

Mix thoroughly. 

(3) Mix the zinc sulphate and solution of 
sodium hydroxide to give freshly prepared zinc 
hydroxide and add to (2). 

(4) Add the benzaldehyde and _ sufficient 
liquid paraffin to produce 1,000 grammes

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MISCELLANEOUS 


Cadmium Iodide and Starch Solution. 


Cadmium Iodide ... ae ... ZO grammes 
Soluble\Starch oe ... 15 grammes 
Distilled Water to et it tLe 


Dissolve the starch in about 800 c.c. of distilled water 
and add the cadmium iodide, previously dissolved in 
100 c.c. of distilled water. Add sufficient distilled 
water to produce the required volume and strain 
through acid-washed glass wool. 

Notes on Preparation.—Only freshly distilled water 
should be used in making this solution, and if the pH is 
adjusted to approximately 6-5 the keeping properties 
of the product are enhanced. Solution may be expedited 
by the use of hot distilled water. 

The cadmium iodide should be re-crystallised twice 
before use, and it must be quite free from iodates. 

The starch should be of “‘ analytical reagent ’’ purity. 

Stovage.—The solution should be kept in a cool place 
and protected from light.

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TREATMENT OF POISONING 


The general principles in all cases of poisoning are :— 


(1) Try to remove poison or remains of it from 
stomach by tickling fauces, by emetics, or by lavage 
through a soft rubber stomach tube. 

(2) Administer the chemical antidote, if known. 

(3) Administer the physiological antidote, if known. 

(4) Treat patient’s symptoms, e.g. pain, failure of 
respiration, collapse, thirst, faintness, want of nourish- 
ment, etc. 


Emetics.—Always use harmless ones. Emetics are 
not always successful in poisoning by narcotics. Simple 
emetics are: Mustard or salt, or both, 4 oz. of each in 
10 oz. of water, by mouth; apomorphine gr. 75 hypo- 
dermically. Save vomit for examination. 


LavaGEe.—Use plain warm water and save first wash- 
ings for examination. Continue lavage with chemical 
antidote, if poison is known. After lavage introduce 
through the tube either a demulcent, or a sedative or a 
stimulant of milk, gruel, etc., according to circum- 
stances. 

Before lavage can be carried out in cases of strychnine 
poisoning, an anzsthetic will be necessary. 

N.B.—Emetics and lavage should NOT be used in 
cases of poisoning by corrosive substances. 


DEMULCENTS.—These include milk, white of egg 
solution, salad oil, and gruel. 


STIMULANTS.—These include smelling salts, sal vola- 
tile, brandy, hot coffee, local application of mustard leaf

ANTIDOTES.—An antidote cupboard should be main- 
tained in every receiving room of a hospital and at every 
reception station. It should contain the stomach tube, 
measured quantities of emetics, the general and special 
antidotes in clearly labelled containers ready for imme- 
diate use, hypodermic syringes in spirit, etc. 

General antidote for unknown poison : 4 oz. each of 
calcined magnesia, powdered wood charcoal, hydrated 


peroxide of iron stirred in 4 pint water. May be 


swallowed or used as solution for lavage. 

General antidote for unknown alkaloidal poison: 
7 grs. potassium permanganate in 1 pint water or 20 grs. 
tannic acid in 1 pint water. 


Chemical antidotes are usually used for lavage or, 
where tube cannot be used, may be applied locally or 
swallowed by patient. 


Physiological antidotes are usually given hypodermi- 
cally, intravenously, or by inhalation.
